In a community which now has school accommodations 
tqual to present needs, an educator explains to fellow-citi 
5ens that “ no school construction holiday can be indulged in 
lafely for a single year.” 
A great many communities are far from that fortunate 
tate of having adequate school facilities even for the mo­ 
ment. 
The condition in most American cities of any size is 
ne of over-crowding which means that classes are too large 
nd that all sorts of makeshifts must be used to house and 
ach the pupils. 
Dixon is at this moment up against these 
akeshiits. 
More buildings are now needed, and the longer 
uilding is postponed the worse the situation is bound to 
row. 
Our school construction holiday, though it has hy no 
eans been atlong one, must soon be brought to an end. 
Even in cities where foresight and wise expenditure have 
nabled the schools to keep up with the throngs of school 
hildren, a “ school construction holiday” would quickly re- 
>re bad conditions. 
Adequate facilities for education must 
e available for every child in the United States. , The right 
ort of education is greatly needed in a democracy if good 
.overnmem is to he achieved. 
T h e ’right sort of education, 
o, is essential to the solution of most problems of health, 
Appiness and civilization.
